The building owned by 
Buzz York housed a liquor 
store and 19 sleeping rooms. 
The building was destroyed by 
the fire, and was taken down 
within hours because the front 


pee people 
were hospital- 
ized: one resident 
suffered smoke 
inhalation and a 
second resident 
suffered chest 
pains. 





Two people were hospital- 
ized. One resident, Russell 
Legate, suffered smoke 
inhalation, while a second res- 
ident was hospitalized later 
with chest pains. 

Fire Chief Mike Foley said 
the blaze apparently started 
when Legate, one of 19 resi- 
dents in the building, fell 
asleep while smoking. 

When he woke up: Legate 
ran through the building alert- 
ing other residents, who. 
grabbed what they could and 

Legate then apparently 
went back into the Building for 
another resident who had

However, the Village’s 
Electoral Board voted 2-1 to 
keep Denham on the ballot and 
a judge upheld that ruling 
after it was challenged in 
court by Crouch. 

Most recently, a local 
newspaper ran a story 
Saturday about sexual 
harassment complaints being 
filed against Wilson with the 
Illinois Department of Human 
Rights by several female 
employees with the police 
department 

Dave Espinoza, a spokesman 
for the IDHR, confirmed 
Friday that three charges of 
sexual harassment were issued 
against Wilson that day. In 
addition, the U.S. Equal 
Employment Opportunities 
Commission is also 
investigating the complaints. 

Espinoza said the IDHR has 
one year to investigate the 
charges. If enough evidence of 
harassment is, found, the case 
would be turned over to their 
legal department to reach a 
financial settlement for the 
victims. 2 

One of the original 
complaints was filed with the 
IDHR in Springfield on March 
26 by a dispatcher with the 
police department. Officials 
with the EEOC’s Chicago 
office declined comment, but 
the IDHR document stated 
that the charges were also to 
be forwarded to the EEOC 

In her complaint, the 
dispatcher said a ‘‘sexually 
hostile work environment has 
been perpetrated by (Mayor) 
Glen Wilson”’ and that his 
actions have created a 
“hostile, intimidating work 
atmosphere.”’ 

In documents filed with the 
complaint, the dispatcher 
claims that Wilson ‘‘frequently 
touched my shoulder or back 





and had the continuous habit 
of getting too close to me in an 
uninvi' and offensive 
manner.’”’ 

Other specific actions were 
described as taking place in 
November 1998 and January 
1 


999. 

The attorney who filed the 
complaint, Bernard G. Segatto 
of Springfield, declined 
comment on the case, saying 
he could neither ‘‘confirm nor 
deny” that the charge had 
been filed. 


There have been rumors for 
the past several weeks that 
charges were expected to be 
filed, and last week, one of the 
women involved gave copies of 
some of the documents to the 
Granite City Journal. On April 
8, another person with ties to 
one of Wilson’s opponents 
provided more documentation, 
including a copy of the 
complaint with a received date 
stamp by the IDHR. 


One of the women involved 
in the case also said that the 
filing of the charges had been 
delayed because several of the 
people involved wanted public 

nowledge of the accusations 
to come out after the elections. 
Her complaint had been signed 
and notarized on Feb. 10. 


Wilson said the charges were 
politically motivated lies. ‘‘It’s 
a lie, it’s a bare-faced lie,”” he 
said last week. 


On Wednesday, Wilson said 
the story probably had some 
effect on the outcome of the 
elections. 


“It didn’t help and it wasn’t 
true, that’s all I can tell you,” 
he said.

Learning Center is a facility in downtown Granite 
union members can take classes ranging from woo rving 
computer programming to scuba diving, said program 
coordinator Linda Bardelmeier. 

Bardelmeier has headed up the program since April 199¢ 
“It opened in January of 1996 and at least 500 to 600 of th

she said. 

“The stained-glass class thought they needed something 
more advanced,”’ Bardelmeier said 

She had just the idea to offer them: The front of the 
Learning Center. 

Koberna’s class members fashioned their stained-¢ 
window with familiar scenes of the steel factory. Th 
logo in the center has more than 135 pieces of colored gla: 
The large panel also features a picture of the hot-roll pr 
and another of the heavy equipment used to transport the 
huge rolls of steel. 

Koberna said the materials alone for the stained plz 
$740. The nine members of the class took 12 weeks t 
complete the project. The class session was only supposed to 
be eight weeks long. 

That means the value of the window is nearly 
immeasurable, Koberna said. 

The stained glass will be mounted in the front office of the 
Learning Center, behind existing glass and a new sheet ¢ 
plexiglass. The class members who built it are nervous about 
their work getting broken. 

“We'll take turns sitting outside all night to protect it,’’ one 
of them joked. 

One class member, Lyle Parker, 46, of Mitchell, continue: 
to make stained glass at home. ‘‘Me and my wife have donc 
about 10 projects already,’’ he said. ‘“‘We made one with a 
bass, one with a firetruck and one of a water fountain.’’ he 
said. ~ 4 

Parker and his wife, Debbie, 46, took their first 
stained-glass class with Koberna last spring: “We made a lot 
of Christmas presents,”” Debbie Parker said. ‘‘Plus, we made 
them for a lot of other people to give to a lot of others for 
Christmas,’’ she said. 

Both Parkers say they plan to continue making stained 
lass at home. Bardelmeier said the Learning Center hires a 
lot of independent instructors like Koberna. They also 

contract with instructors through Belleville Area College and 
other colleges. a 

“‘What_we try to do is keep a diverse set of cla Sto 
attract as many students as possible,’’ Bardelmeier said. 
“That’s why we have everything from woodworking to on-line 
trading,’ she said. 

Classes are scheduled for mornings, afternoons and 
evenings so that shift workers can attend classes around their 
work schedule, Bardelmeier said.

inside, The elder Gandhi said 
Arun had been wasteful with 
the world’s natural resources 
and could be denying those 
sources for poor people 
elsewhere. 

“All of us are violent 
because we're doing passive 
acts of violence,” Arun Gandhi 
said. ‘He said throwing away 
the pencil was an act of 
violence against both nature 
and society. Passive violence 
fuels the fire of physical 
violence. We have to start with 
ourselves and then we can 
progréss from there.” 

He also spoke of his 
grandfather's hilosophy that 
it is essential for parents to 
practice what they preach, 
Arun Gandhi said another boy 
lived at his grandfather’s 

- ashram and ate sweets until 
his skin broke out with boils 
and sores. 

The boy’s parents told him 
to stop eating sweets but he

After his turbulent early 
years, Arun Gandhi eventually 
began to follow in his 
grandfather's footsteps as a 
seeker of peace.
